For as long as ‘I can remember, the men whe chase 
salmon off the Victoria and Oak Bay waterfronts during 
the winter months have claimed that a guy is just wasting 
‘ his time out on the water for three days following a- south- 
east gale, 

Perhaps. you can shove some blame on the tides, but 

. the kind of salmon fishing we have had around these parts 
a ‘e last week's storms make the old belief look like the real \ 

cCoy. 

However, salt-chuck trolling hasn't been a complete 
bust--although ‘a lot of anglers have come in without 
drawing blood. A few springs have been ‘brought in at 
Oak Bay from around Chatham and Digcovery isinds, but 
big catches and real tackle busters have been missing.. 

Anglers-at Saanich Inlet, just about our safest waters 
for winter fishing, had a tough time hooking grilse or 
springs last weekend. Things have perked up considerably 
in the past two days and a few qilick grilse limits have 
been pulled out of Indian Bay near Brentwood. -. 

Other favored spots for grilse, now getting close to 
blueback size, are off M@®enzie Bay and around the island 
at Goldstream. Good bets for salmon, averaging around 
eight pounds, are off the Boulder, around the Deep Hole 
and Stone House, and near Goldstream 

Steelheaders have also found action a bit slower in 
most Island streams, but many have picked up enough trout 
to make outings worth while. Trout can be found in most 
parts of the-Cowichan and there are good chances of fast 
fishing with sea-run cytthroats at the mouth of almost any 
Island river during ai incoming tide,

on our doorstep this year. 

~ State Neensing of privately-owned “pay-as-you-shoot” 
hunting preserves has won approval in the Washington 
State Houne of tives, Backed by the state game 
officials, the measure was favored by a 15-4 vote in the 
house and is now before the senate for approval. 

The bill would authorize licensing of preserves of 100 
acres or larger for both public and club usé, allowing shoot- 
ing of pheasanjs, partridge, quail and other birds deotguateg 
by the game commission.
